THE SAFETY AND ITS OPERATION 

The 77/22 nlle has a three poshion safely- The iafcty selector [J'5B) is located ai [he 
nght of the bolt sleeve (J-IVJ- 

The safeLy selector can be moved fiom ilie "Fire" position to ]tij two other posi- 
lionb ('Toad-Unload^' and ''Sale")onl> >^hen the Hring pin is cocked. Fullv raismg 
the boh handle cocks Lht finnp pin. 

The boil handle can be raised and lo^^ered only when the safeE^ selector ]i in either 
the "Fire" or the" Load-L'n load" p05]LJon. When the safcLv selector is in Lhe "Safe" 
po^iMon, the bolt handle is locked in theclo^ied (full dovFn) pubition. The bolt handle 
must be closed fully befort the safety selector is moved to [he "Safe" posiuon, 

Praciiec (with an unloaded rlUe) movmg the safety selector to the three positions

7. Insert magazine into the magazine well of the rille, bullet end of the camidges in 
Ihe dlrecHoti of the barrel snu/^le. (The maea^ltie eaimoL he sealed if u is 
reversed.) 

8. As^umidg the rille is now to be fired, move the safety selector to ihe "Load- 
Unload" position. 

9. Raise the bolt handle, draw the bok fully to the rear then smoothly push Lhelvoll 
forward so thai a cartridge is stripped from the magazine and chambered. 
(Note: If the cartridge docs not readily strip f[>jm ihematfij'me. Or if the i^arlridge 
[ends to jam while being chamhered, di.scoiulnue ilie loading procedure. Extract 
and eject the 'problem' cartridge and rcmoi'c the loaded magazine from the rille. 
Then, read the Ammumtion and the Magfi^me [nspeciion and Care seciLons of

10. Unless ihe rifle is to be immediately fired^ move the safely selector to Lhe "Safe" 
position. (The rifie is jio>v fully loaded.)

11. To Fire the Rifle: Move the safety selector Lo the "Fire" position (see Figure 2^ 
and pull (squeeze) (he trigger.

Shooteri who fire 
the nflc from their left shoulder should be particLilaily cautious concerning 
ejected cartridge case^ and the rearendof theboU as II tsdrawti rearward. All 
shooters should wear suitable shooting glasses when firing any type of fIrcEirm.

When cleaning is necessary lo remove accuniulaled bullet g^ease^ powder particles 
or dirt^ use a non-water solvent that ivill not rust the metal i:omponencs or adversely 
affett Lhe plastic magazine bo\. Afier [he magazine has been soaked in solvent to 
loo<;en foreign matter, he certain to shake it vigorously (with the loading opening 
away from you( to remove solvent or residue from wllhin the magazine- 
After cleaning, always check to be certain that rotor movement and lension are 
correct^ and th^ no solvent or debns remain. 

Do not disassemble the magazine- Improper rea-ssembly or improper tensioning of 
the rotor spring can cau<ie a potentially dangerous malfunction in the 77/22 rifle. If 
you experience a problem *ith Lhe magazine, don't use h. Get a new one. 

WARNING: If arimfire cartridge jams while being stripped from the magazine by 
the bolt, it IS possible for the cartridge rtm to be struck and discharge Lhe cartridge 
before it is fully chambered^ if a cartridge discharges in the foregoing manner, the 
shooter and persons nearby can be seriously injured. That ii> why any car[ ridge feed- 
ing problem with a firearm is a signal to immedialely stop nslng (he firearm and deter- 
mine [he cause of (he problem.

AlEhO(]gh lhe Model 77/22 rifle can he disa_ssembled, reassembled, and cleaned in 
almosLany surrounding^ it is preferable to carrv out these proccdLircs on a workbench 
or [able whith has a covered top. A piece ol shallow nap tug or an old, coarse b]arike( 
is an ideal covering. Snch a covering not only redncesthe chances of the r]flcslippLng 
and being scratched, but it serves also to Lr<ip pins, phan^erb and springs ihat may 
other wLse geL lo Ji- 
lt is advisable to have a container — buch as a ihoe box — inwhieh each part can be 
placed as n is removed Ifom ihe gun- 
Before attempting to disassemble the ride for the fir^i cime, studv ihr parts drawing 
and par[j list so a.■^ 10 be familiar ^^ItIi [lie relacive posiiion, appearance and name of 
each part.

Nt>TE: The accuracy of any rlmfire rifle can vary depending upon the make and 
typeof Long Rifle cartridges used in it. Such being (he case, if your model 77/22 rifle 
docs not perform lo expeclalions, it is advisable to try several brands and types of 
cartridges to determine which ones deliver the best accuracy.

The popular .32 rimfire cartridge deposits partjclcs of bullet lubncHnl artd powder 
on die bore, chamber, bolt, n:Mivtr, m^ga^ir^e, a™J nther paru of the rlile Therefore, 
the frequency ar^d extent of required cleaning is directly related to ho^' much ihc 
nfic ]b fired.

Senile limes discoloration oceuri> from per!»piration or from contact with some 
types of gun ca.se^ Kusiing may occur as a result of the fireann betng exposed to 
moisture, salt air or chemicals. 

Minor di^colorailon can us^aalJy be removed by rubbmit the btaincd area with an 
abrasive mk eraser, crocus cloth, or a "metal polishing" cotiipoimd ^Vheii usangany 
ol these abrastves, proceed with i^arc and use light pressure to achics'c a blending of 
'color' with those areas that are Jiol di.qcolored. 

Externa] surfaces muit subject to rusting from handhngf or from e?Lposure to the 
elements^houldbecleanedand wiped dry afcer use or alter exposure ttj adverse con- 
ditions. If the nflc is to be storcdn coat it with a light dim of oil or preservaiive.
